VISTA — ‘‘Dirty movies may be 
screened by council,’’ said the headline in 
the May 5 Morning Press here. At issue 
was the local cable television company’s 
municipal franchise, due to expire in 
1986, and the fact that the franchisee, 
Times-Mirror Cable Television, is 
sending the Playboy Channel into 8,000 
Vista homes. 


At a standing-room-only City Council 
meeting that evening, a coalition of clergy 
and Vista residents, called the Committee 
Concerned for Community Values, 
presented a number of speakers on the 
moral, economic, legal and. criminal 
implications of flooding a community 
with indecent and obscene material. 


AMONG THE speakers was Msgr. 
Thomas F. Byrne, pastor of St. Francis 
Church. Msgr. Byrne’s concern over the 
Playboy Channel programming is 
heightened by the fact that a video rental 
library just a block from the parish 
complex rents some of ihe hard-core 
pornography that Times-Mirror Cable 
carried during a sample 200-hour period 
monitored by the committee.

Homeless S.D. women now have day shelter

SAN DIEGO — Homeless women 
have more problems than not having a 
place to sleep and cook meals. They have 
difficulties finding a restroom, laundry 
facilities or a safe, free place to socialize. 


As a partial solution, Rachel’s 
Women’s Center near Eighth Avenue 
and J Street in downtown San Diego, 
opened in February. The day shelter for 
women with limited or no resources is the 
result of research conducted by Sister 
RayMonda DuVall, CHS, of Catholic 
Community Services. 


““WE WANTED to provide a place for 
women to go who didn’t have any other 
place,’’ Sister RayMonda, head of 
Emergency Services for CCS, said. 


Rachel’s Women’s Center is one long, 
bright room with a bathroom and a small 
cleaning room at the back. The main 
area, filled with donated items, is 
uncluttered, comfortable and geared 
toward fulfilling a variety of needs. A sofa 
and stuffed chairs are available for 
relaxation while long tables with folding 
chairs can serve as a desk-work area or a 
place to play cards and games. 


Coffee is always ready and books on

THE SMALL room at the back 
includes a washer and dryer and shower. 
Those who can not afford to pay for the 
washer and dryer do not have to, Sister 
RayMonda said, but those who can pay 
are charged. 


‘‘We want to reinforce that there is no 
such thing as a- free lunch,’’ Sister 
RayMonda said. The 25 to 35 daily 
visitors are expected to be respectful. 
‘“‘That’s the payment for being 
there...appropriate behavior.” 


The center plans to provide at least five 
things: a safe, comfortable environment; 


a clean shower and restroom facility; 
replacement clothing; a noon meal 
(supplied by the Catholic Workers); and a 
program for those with alcohol-related 
problems.

Vatican seen 
shifting use 
of imprimatur

Vatican actions to remove imprimaturs 
from two American books in April 
indicated a possible shift from past 
Church practice. Now, it seems, only 
books which completely agree with 
Church teaching and are suitable to use as 
texts for religious and moral instruction 
should carry an imprimatur. 


The imprimatur — Latin for “‘let it be 
printed’ — is the official Church 
approval given by a bishop for a book to 
be published. 


ONLY 10 years ago the Church 
demanded an imprimatur for any book by 
a Catholic that treated matters of faith or 
morals. 


In 1975 the Vatican issued new 
imprimatur rules, now incorporated in 
the new Code of Canon Law, which 
recommend .that authors seek the 
imprimatur for books that deal with faith 
or morals. But the norms do not require 
an imprimatur for such works unless they 
are to be used as texts for catechetics or 
Catholic courses in theology. and related 
Church subjects.

SILENCED? — A group of Cuban priests 
in exile has urged Catholic priests and lay 
people in Latin America, the United States 
and Western Europe to investigate the fate of 
the Catholic Church in Cuba. ‘‘We would like 
to break the conspiracy of silence which today 
prevails in the world and which sadly and 
regretfully at times includes some elements of 
the news media, even of our own Catholic 
news media,’’ members of the International 
Association of Cuban Priests-in Exile said. 


TRIAL NEAR? — An Italian state 
prosecutor recommended that seven people 
suspected of complicity in the 1981 
assassination attempt against Pope John Paul 
II be brought to trial. Evidence gathered in the 
two-year investigation warrants prosecution of 
four Turks and three Bulgarians, including 
Sergei Ivanov Antonov, a jailed former 
Bulgarian airline official, he said. 
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between Central American Jews and the 
Catholic Church are ‘‘quite good,’’ a Jewish 
leader from Guatemala said at the annual 
meeting of the American Jewish Committee.

1979, Sister RayMonda was asked to do 
research and development in emergency 
services. She was impressed with the need 
for something like Rachel’s Women’s 
Center. 


Her first projects were the House of 
Rachel I and II, round-the-clock shelters 
for women. 


Rachel I and II are successful, she said, 
but even with those facilities, ‘‘There’s a 
whole category of women we are 
missing.’’ The ‘street person,’’ with her 
variety of needs, was not being helped 
consistently, Sister RayMonda thought. 


SOME THINGS many Americans 
take for granted are not available to 
homeless women. Men and women are 
forced to relieve themselves outside in 
public places because one often ‘‘has to 
buy something’’ to be allowed to use a 


business’ restroom, she said. 


Grants ‘and donations keep the 
operation afloat. The initial work was 
financed by the diocese because Sister 
RayMonda set it up and her salary is paid 
by CCS. However, Rachel’s Women’s 
Center ‘‘doesn’t get any direct diocesan 
funding. It’s basically independent, but 
we do answer to CCS with fiscal 
responsibility,’ she said. 


SHE FEELS the center is Catholic to - 
the extent it ‘‘wouldn’t advocate 
something’’ that would not be approved 
of by Bishop Leo T. Maher or contradict 
CCS’ philosophy. 


Volunteers: are needed at the center, 
because Carol Roskos, program 
coordinator, is often the only staff person 
there. Volunteers should be comfortable 


_with street people, Sister RayMonda said.

IMPERIAL BEACH maple 
prejudice and hatred’”’ and ‘‘terrible lies’’ 
in Chick comic books currently being sold 
at a 7-Eleven store here has been 
protested by members of both the 
Catholic and Jewish communities. 


The editor of a Jewish newspaper and a 
Catholic women’s group have officially 
protested the sale of the anti-Catholic 
Chick comic books in Roger and Dottie 
Sandoval’s store at 13th Street and 
Coronado Avenue. 


‘*A SITUATION now exists here in 
San Diego that demands we as Jews speak 
out and stand with another group that is 
facing the prejudice and hatred that has 
been our lot for so many centuries,’’ the 
editorial in the May 17 edition of Israel 
Today San Diego stated. 


“‘The filth and innuendo in_ these 
‘Christian’ readings is reminiscent of the 
propaganda put out by the Nazis in their 
attempt to discredit the basic humanity of 
the Jews,’’ the editorial continued. 


‘‘We — as Jews — but above all as 
human beings, have a responsibility to 
stand with the Catholic community and 
tell the parent company of the offending 
Imperial Beach store — the Southland 
Corporation — no. We won’t stand for 
this outrageous attack on any religious 
community, whether it be ours or our 
neighbor’s.’’ 


THIRTY-NINE members of the First 
Friday Club of Resurrection parish, 
Escondido, signed a letter of protest sent 
to Don Burnside, regional vice president 
of 7-Eleven. 


Chick comics ‘‘tell children terrible lies 
about the Catholic Church. Most 
Americans are trying to raise their 


children to respect the rights of their 


neighbors,’’ the letter stated in part. 

‘Turning children against the religion 
of their neighbors with terrible lies 
undermines the work of schools, parents 
and churches. Such troublemakers tear 
down the peace and good will that we all 
need to make our _ neighborhoods 
livable,’’ the letter said. 


. “IF THE 7-Eleven company has such 

a weak franchise agreement that it is 
helpless when a franchisee is making 
trouble in their community, other 
communities may not welcome 
7-Eleven,”’ it concluded. 


Bp. switches 
ERA stance 


NEW YORK (NC) — Bishop Michael 
F. McAuliffe of Jefferson City, Mo., told 
a Brooklyn audience May 13 that he had 
changed his position on the Equal Rights 
Amendment and would not support it 
unless it was modified to eliminate any 
connection with abortion. 


Bishop McAuliffe, as chairman of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops’ 
ad hoc committee on women in society 
and the Church from 1974 to 1982, had 
argued that the ERA did not imply a right 
to abortion. 

The bishop, in an address in the 
‘‘Shepherds Speak’’ series at St. James 
Cathedral in Brooklyn recalled that when 


he gave the NCCB Administrative 
Committee his committee’s 
recommendation for an ERA 
endorsement, the rejection was 
unanimous. 


But he said circumstances today were 
““completely different,’’ and he called for 
adoption of the ERA anti-abortion rider 
proposed) by “Rep.> > F.) sjames 
Sensenbrenner, R-Wis. It says, 
“‘Nothing in this article (the ERA) shall 
be construed to grant or secure any right 
to abortion or the funding thereof.”’

Our Lady of Angels: Rising from the ashes...

SAN DIEGO — Three years after Our 
Lady of Angels Church had _ been 
redecorated for its 75th anniversary, the 
historic landmark has been completely 
redone. 

A short circuit near the illuminated 
altar destroyed the sanctuary, and smoke, 
heat and water damage attacked much of 
what the flames missed. Only the quick 
reaction of Police Officers Jim 


Hergenroeather and Steve Higuera, who . 


turned in an alarm almost immediately 
after the fire began, saved the church 
building from total destruction, said 
Father Edward M. Brockhaus, OLA 
pastor. 

THIS SUMMER the parish will honor 
parishioners who have worked long and 
hard to redesign, reconstruct and refinish 
the church. The crucifix hanging in the 
sanctuary, its once-golden corpus now 
black from the fire, serves as a reminder 
of the fire that destroyed the church, but 
which also brought the parish together in 


a united effort to replace their loss. 


Parishioners started cleaning up the 
inside of the church the day after the fire, 
and soon formed renovation and fund- 
raising committees. Insurance paid 
$75,000 of the total renovation costs, and 
the parishioners themselves, in donations 
ranging from $1 to $1,000, covered 90 
percent of the remainder. One local 
parish, asking to remain anonymous, 


donated $5,000.

LA MESA — Frank Medeiros is 
‘‘amused’’ when people tell him Catholics 
are a ‘‘monolithic’’ group. He and his 
wife, Evelyn, are examples of how, in 
some ways, Roman Catholics can differ 
in their approach to the faith. 


Even their conception of Jesus is not 
quite the same. ‘‘I think of Jesus as a 
friend. I feel like I know He’s with me,”’ 
Evelyn said. 


‘*I DON’T see Jesus as a sort of a 
chum like ‘Are you running with me?’ I 
still find Jesus very mysterious and at the 
same time very straightforward,’’ Frank 
said. 


Each day, the Medeiros’ work in 
different arenas. ‘‘I live a very simple and 
basic life. Frank is the intellectual and I’m 
wife and mother and homeperson,”’ 
Evelyn said. She volunteers as a fifth- 
grade aide at Santa Sophia Academy, 
which their three children attend. 
Roommother and Cub Scout assistant 
den mother are some of her other roles. 


Frank is associate vice-president for 
academic affairs at San Diego State 
University. He has worked there seven 
years. 


THE MEDEIROS met at San 
Francisco State where they both worked. 
They married outside of the Church, and 
in 1977 came to San Diego. After the

birth of their first child they started 
thinking about exploring Catholicism 
again, the faith they were raised in but 
drifted away from. 


‘‘There was a feeling something was 
missing,’’ Frank said. They “‘shopped 
around’’ at Bay Area Catholic churches 
and became involved at a college campus 
chapel run by “‘liberal’’ priests. 


It wasn’t until moving here and joining 
Santa Sophia parish that the couple found 
a real sense of belonging in a parish. ‘‘We 
hadn’t quite found our niche until we 
moved down here,”’ Frank said.

‘Beautifully American’ 


The fountains of Logan Circle cascaded proudly and hundreds 
of bordering tulips seemed to stand at attention while the solemn 
procession of five hundred bishops, priests, and seminarians 
entered the Cathedral Basilica of Saints Peter and Paul. Catholic 
Philadelphia was gathered for the ordination of Monsignor John 
Foley to the episcopacy. 


Recently appointed secretary of the Pontifical Commission for 
Communications with the rank of archbishop, Msgr. Foley had 
been editor of the Philadelphia Catholic Standard and Times for 
the past 14 years. At the age of 48, he has already had a 
distinguished career as seminary professor and as journalist. 
Earlier this year, he was the uncontested candidate for president 
of the Catholic Press Association. His new Roman position, 
effective June 1, will give Archbishop Foley an even broader 
arena in which to employ his talents. He will be in charge of all 
official communications between the Vatican and the world. 


The ceremony of ordination to the episcopacy was done in the 
grand style, with several parts of the Mass and half of the music 
in Latin. A combined choir of several hundred voices was 
accompanied by organ and tympany. Solemn as it was, there 
were two moments in the liturgy when the congregation of over 
2,000 invited guests broke into applause and laughter. 


After the proclamation of the Gospel, but before Archbishop 
Foley’s actual ordination, Cardinal Krol. posed the ritual 
question ‘‘Do we have a mandate from the Holy See to ordain 
this man to the order of bishop?’’ This is the prescribed moment 
for the apostolic nuncio to read aloud the official letter of 
appointment from the pope. When Archbishop Laghi announced 
that the letter had not yet arrived from Rome, there was a 
stunned silence. After pausing for effect, Abp. Laghi proceeded 
to say drily that when Archbishop Foley assumes his 
communications position in Rome he hopes that one of 
Archbishop Foley’s priorities will be to speed up the transmission 
of these official letters. The nuncio’s wit brought forth sustained 
applause and laughter from everyone, and gave us a welcome 
moment of comic relief at the expense of Roman efficiency. 


After the ordination and toward the close of the liturgy, 
Archbishop Foley came to the lectern in full regalia to address the 
congregation for the first time. Beginning his speech with the 
customary acknowledgement of their eminences and _ their 
excellencies, the new archbishop paused. A very broad smile 
slowly spread across his face as he said, with disarming 
frankness, ‘‘I really must practice talking like this.’” He brought 
the house down. 


In a more serious vein, the new archbishop went on to describe 
the Catholic Church in Philadelphia and the United States as 
“‘beautifully American.’’ By this phrase, he explained, he 


’ referred to the diversity of cultures and races which make up the 


American Church and the ways in which this diversity has 
resulted in our uniqueness. ““The motto of our nation,’’ 
Archbishop Foley said, ‘‘is a fitting description of our Church: E 
Pluribus Unum, out of many, one.”’ 


It is an honor to the American Church and to the Catholic 
press that Archbishop Foley has been selected to direct 
communications at the Vatican. Hopefully the Vatican will 
appreciate this man and will benefit from his gifts. Like the 
Church which sends him, Archbishop Foley is ‘‘beautifully 
American.’’ Our prayers go with him to the Eternal City.

(The article did not pertain to a 
decline in devotion to Mary, but to the 
fact that such devotion is still strong 
and vital to the Church. May it always 
be so! — Ed.) 


‘Left out’? 


Your recent article on the Campbell’s 
Soup boycott was informative, but your 
reporter left out some important points. 


First, the boycott was called only after 
the Campbell Soup Company continually 
refused to negotiate with striking 
farmworkers. 


Second, several Catholic organizations 
nationwide have endorsed the Campbell 
boycott, including the National Catholic 
Conference for Interracial Justice. In 
addition, Bishop Thomas Gumbleton 
(archdiocese of Detroit) and the Rev. 
Msgr. George Higgins (Catholic 
University of America) serve as co-chairs 
of a FLOC campaign to combat child 
labor in the fields. One wonders why 
Bishop Maher has not taken a stand on 
this important human rights issue. By 
remaining silent, he is tacitly endorsing 
the Campbell Soup Company. 


I was quite distrubed to read the 
statements of Father Joe Carroll who 
apparently sees nothing wrong with 
accepting donations from the Campbell 
Soup Company. He is correct in asserting 
that these donations help feed our 
downtown poor. But they are being 
helped at the expense of the impoverished 
Midwestern farmworker.

Liturgy

That all God’s people sing 


I have celebrated and attended Eucharist at a number of 
parishes throughout the diocese. This has prompted the following 
reflections, and I pass them on as objective criteria for 
determining the appropriateness of the liturgical music in your 
parish. 


The Church does not envision either grand opera or dead 
silence. The liturgical ideal falls somewhere in between. Liturgy 
is the public prayer of the people of God and music is nothing 
other than sung prayer. Thus the expectation that all God’s 
people sing. 

Music in Catholic Worship published by the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops lists the parts of the Mass which ought to be 
sung in order of their importance. First and foremost are the five 
acclamations, those “‘shouts of joy which arise from the whole 
assembly as forceful and meaningful assents to God’s Word and 
Action.’’ (53) These are: Alleluia; Holy, Holy, Holy Lord; 
Memorial Acclamation; Great Amen; and Doxology to the 
Lord’s Prayer. ‘“These ought to be sung even at Masses in which 
little else is sung.’’ (54) 


The second category is comprised of the two processional 
chants — the entrance song and the communion song. ‘‘(These) 
are very important for creating and sustaining an awareness of 
community.’’ (60) 

The responsorial psalm — that ‘‘unique and very important 
song’’ — is the response to the first reading and is third in 
preference for what should be sung. 


The fourth category is the ordinary chants which are treated as 
individual choices, i.e., one or more may be sung; the others 
spoken. These chants are: Lord have mercy; Glory to God; 
Lord’s Prayer; Lamb of God; and the Profession of Faith. 


The final category is referred to simply as ‘“‘Supplementary 
Songs.’’ These are those songs for which there are no specified 
texts nor any requirements that there should be a spoken or sung 
text.

Q.: Is it true that the Church condemns books? Doesn’t that 
seem rather undemocratic? D.B. 


A. As Catholics we believe in the Church’s teaching authority. 
All truly Catholic teaching, then, is subject to Church authority. 
The Church has both the duty and right to preserve the integrity 
of the Faith. The Church tries to protect the faithful (us!) so that 
no harm be done to faith or morals by books which either attack 
the Faith or present it in an incorrect manner. 


In order to protect the Faith, certain books must have a 
bishop’s approval (an zmprimatur) before they are published. The 
imprimatur is a statement that the book in question is free from 
doctrinal or moral error. It is not a statement that the bishop 
agrees with everything in the book. 


Because the Church realizes how important open 
communication is, only a very small number of books require an 
imprimatur. They are: 1) editions of Sacred Scripture itself, but 
not necessarily interpretive works; 2) liturgical books and books 
of private or public devotion; 3) catechetical works and books 
pertaining to faith or morals that are used as text books in 
grammar, middle, or high schools. Such books include those 
which treat of ‘‘Sacred Scripture, theology, canon law, Church 
history, or with religion or moral disciplines.’’ It is also 
recommended that books which deal with faith and morals and 
“‘writings in which something is found to be of special concern to 
religion or good moral behavior’? have a bishop’s approval. 
Finally, “‘books and other writings which treat of religion or 
morals’’ cannot be exhibited or sold in churches unless they have 
approval. 


The Church does not condemn books. The Index of Forbidden 
Books has long since been suppressed. Rather, the Church 
requires an imprimatur on certain types of books so that we may be 
certain that the books present the Catholic Faith as it really is. 

Recently the Holy See has withdrawn the imprimatur from two 
books. However, this withdrawal was not a ‘‘condemnation”’ of 
the books. Rather, the Holy See found that the books were 
ambiguous in their presentation of the Faith. As a safeguard, the 
imprimatur was withdrawn.

| should have done better 


One of the most peace-giving realizations anyone may 
come to is that despite all one’s faults and errors, one has 
loved as well as circumstances and our own inadequacies 
permit. This is particularly consoling when people we 
love die, or leave us in some way. 


Guilt is never far from us in such situations. Guilt that 
we have in some way failed another or failed to respond 
with enough compassion and insight. Guilt that we have 
survived when others have not and general dissatisfaction 
with the way we have acted or felt. 


IT IS, OF course, quite a valid reaction. We do not 
love as’ well as Christians should. We are not as 
compassionate as we could be. We do not have the insight 


into the feelings and distress or joy of other people — . 


primarily because we are so involved with ourselves that 
our self-absorption clouds our sensitivity. 


But most of us love and respond as well as we are able. 
It is never enough — although we usually are not able to 
recognize that until the person concerned is lost to us — 
but it is what was within our capacity at the time. 
Sometimes, of course, this does not apply. Sometimes 
there is appalling selfishness and callousness, and then 
guilt is very appropriate, although it is often in such cases 
that it is markedly absent. 


Talks with Parents

Speaking of most people who try to live loving 
responsive lives, it is probably true that they love to their 
capacity at that specific time. Many of us, thank God, learn 
to love more deeply as we grow older and experience more 
brushes with loss, particularly when that loss comes in the 
form of death. Few of us reach our full potential for loving 
in our lifetimes. We remain, for the most part, stubbornly 
concerned with our own comfort or needs. Even when we 
may seem to be totally dedicated to someone else, there 
are flashes of self-interest and, if not self-pity, at least self- 
concern. 


THERE IS nothing heinous about this. We are 
naturally more aware of ourselves than other people for 
the simple reason that we live in our bodies and not theirs. 
So we need to forgive ourselves our inadequacies from 
time to time and do our best to see they do not persist and 
continue to modify our behavior to the detriment of those 
with whom we associate. 


There is very little to gain in wallowing in guilt over a 
situation which is already in the past. Guilt feelings are 
meant to inform us that something is not as it should be, 
they are not meant to be a way of life. So, if there have 
been things we should have done better, loves we should 
have loved more, insights we should have come to sooner, 
rather than indulge in remorse it is more life-giving to 
take steps to make sure it does not happen again. 


Then when the opportunity for loving and forgiving 
and consoling occurs again we can be grateful for the 
learning experience and give ourselves more freely and 
unselfishly. It is important not to stifle perfectly valid 
nudgings of guilt with an airy ‘‘Well, that’s the way I 
am.’’ What the guilt is telling us is that that way is not 
good enough and can be improved. We do not have to 
become entrenched and bogged down in our failures. It 
takes only a decision and — as we used to say in the days 
when confession was respectable — a firm purpose of 
amendment! 


WE NEVER change overnight, but we might surprise 
ourselves with the ease with which we may respond when 
the opportunity to redeem past failure faces us. We are 
who we are, and usually that is enough for God, even if it 
is not enough for us. But whoever we are, we are still far 
from the fulfilment of our potential as loving, giving 
persons and it is in this area that Jesus said ‘‘Be perfect as 
your Heavenly Father is perfect.’’ Not an ideal forever 
out of reach, but a solemn admonition! 


Peace of mind overtakes us when we know that we have 
loved and responded — not perfectly yet — as well as we 
are able. Calmness of spirit rests upon us when we 
acknowledge that we have grown and expanded in our 
capacity for self-donation. We are not yet perfect, but the 
process is in motion. 


““‘Pay housewives,” says our pope 


Why is it that when the pope makes a statement on any 
aspect of priestly or Religious life it gets all kinds of 
headlines and attention but when he made a really 
startling plea for housewife salaries, it was all but ignored 
in the Catholic and secular press? 


- The only answers I can come ‘up with are’ that editors 
and Church leaders feel it’s unimportant or that they 
disagree with him. In either case, the best way of killing 
the idea is to ignore it. 


FOR THOSE who didn’t read it in small print on page 
11 of most papers, Pope John Paul II issued a charter last 
fall proposing wages for parents who stay at home to rear 
their children, stating, ‘‘Remuneration for work must be 
sufficient for establishing and maintaining a family with 
dignity, either through a suitable salary, called a ‘family 
wage’, or through other social measures such as family 
allowances or the remuneration of the work in the home of 
one of the parents.”’ 


The document further said wages should “‘be such that 
mothers will not be obliged to work outside the home to 
the detriment of family life and especially of the education 
of the children.”’ 


The Sacred Liturgy

Baptism: 


I am always fascinated by observing resemblances 
within a family. I like to see how a child has perhaps his 
mother’s smile and his father’s gait. It is intriguing to see 
heredity at work. Even more important than heredity is 
supernatural grace which gives us a share in God’s own 
life; it is the means by which we become like. our Father, 
God Himself. 


Some parents are so pleased with their first-born child 
that they want to have many children after him. God the 
Father from all eternity has a Son. He is indeed well 
pleased with His Son. It is with this thought in mind that 
St. Paul wrote in his letter to the Romans: ‘“Those whom 
God foreknew he predestined to share the image of his 
Son, that the Son might be the first-born of many 
brothers and sisters’’ (8:29). 


IN THE sacrament of baptism God acted in accord 
with His plan for us. He brought us into His immense 
family of the Church. We can with truth call upon the 
almighty creator of heaven and earth as our Father. 


Funny. We haven’t heard anything about this from our 
own bishops or family life commission. Why not? Could it 
be that at-home mothers are considered too trivial to be 
addressed? Or that this wage will have to come from taxes 
or increased husband wages so that the groups calling for 
fulltime at-home mothers are the same ones who oppose: 
government subsidies for welfare and day care? 


THE CONTROVERSY sure to erupt will make the 
equal pay for women issue seem insignificant. Equal pay 
for housewives? Unthinkable. 


I know there are thousands of mothers who would turn 
such pay down, stressing sincerely that they prefer caring 
for a home and family out of love rather than out of 
money. But there are thousands of others in marginal and 
unpleasant jobs who would love to stay home and be 
fulltime mothers and wives. 


How are we going to respond to them in light of the 
Vatican charter? Ignore them or implement it? 


IF I WERE charged with implementing the pope’s 
words, I’d begin by calling for an episcopal statement on 
the need for a joint Church-government stipend for 
mothers of pre-school children so they could remain at 
home during the crucial bonding period. 


This statement would include the requirement that a 
woman’s job be held open for her without loss of seniority 
until the last child goes to school, much as we do with men 
who are called into service during wartime. We recognize 
the unfairness of asking men to serve and then return to 
no jobs. 


Defense of the family is as important as the defense of 
property to a nation. Yet many young mothers return to 
work within a few months of a child’s birth, primarily 
because their teaching or factory job will disappear if they 
take two years off. 


NEXT I would work for a minimum monthly stipend 
per child in the family for the non-working parent (a 
foolish phrase since he or she doesn’t exist). Whether it 
comes from general taxes, taxes on a spouse’s wage, 
donation of at-home mothers who don’t want it, or even 
elimination of non-taxes for churches, it needs to be 
initiated if we take the pope’s word seriously. 


But we don’t and we won’t because at-home mothers 
have little clout in either our church or society. It’s a pity 
because Pope John Paul If has made a profound 
statement on the health of the family. Too bad nobody 
heard about it. 


Born as God’s children 


Toward the end of the ceremony of baptism, the priest 
anoints the person with the holy oil known as “‘chrism,”’ a 
name which comes from the word, ‘‘Christ.’’ The 
anointing with this oil should make us realize that the new 
life of baptism makes us like Christ, the eternal Son of 
God. In years gone by many people used to refer to 
baptism as a “‘christening.’’ That was really a very 
beautiful way of expressing an aspect of this sacrament for 
baptism makes us Christians, like Christ, sharers in His 
divine life as sons and daughters of God. 


The prayer taught us by Jesus, the ‘‘Our Father,”’ is 
part of the conclusion of the rite of baptism. As an 
introduction to the prayer, the priest says, ‘“These 
children have been reborn in baptism. They are now 
called children of God, for so indeed they are. In Holy 
Communion they will share the banquet of Christ’s 
sacrifice, calling God their Father in the midst of the 
Church.’’ Then all present join together in the Lord’s 


prayer, which expresses the reality of our relationship 
with God through baptism. 


OUR GREATEST claim to fame is not anything we 
say or do. It is simply that God is our Father. The source 
of our dignity and worth is not something we have 
achieved by our own efforts. It is simply that God is our 
Father. Heaven will be our home at the end of this life, 
but it is not something we can merit or earn. Heaven will 
be ours simply because as children of God we are also His 
heirs. 


The first. epistle of St. Peter, in a masterful 
understatement, declares: ‘“There is cause for rejoicing 
here.’ Wonderful indeed is the truth that through 
baptism God ‘‘has given us a new birth..., a birth to an 
imperishable inheritance, incapable of fading or 
defilement, which is kept in heaven for us.’’ (1 Peter 
1:3-6).

but it’s very friendly,’’ Frank added. 


On the same day at Santa Sophia in 
1980, all their children were baptized and 
the Medeiros were married in the 
Church. A marriage annulment they had 
sought came through on the eve of the 
baptismal ceremony. 


Frank stopped going to church when he 
was about 13. ‘‘I was a child when I left 
really.’’ Returning to the post-Vatican II 
Church ‘‘was kind of like meeting an old 
friend but they’d lost all of those bad 
habits from before.’’ He had changed 
too, he admitted. 


EVELYN STOPPED attending Mass 
regularly in her teens in Bakersfield 
because her Catholic father, a railroad 
man, traveled often and was unable to 
take her and her sisters each week. Her 
mother, a Congregationalist, could not 
drive, so they had to ride a bus to church; 
circumstances made that increasingly 
difficult, she said. 


‘*‘T always considered myself 
Catholic,’’ Evelyn said. When she and 
Frank began attending Mass again, one 
change she particularly liked was the 
option of face-to-face or \ anonymous 
Confession. She likes to be relaxed and 
face the priest during Reconciliation. 


As young Catholics the couple was 
awed by priests and Sisters, but now they 
know priests and nuns personally. The

Medeiros are careful to still be respectful 
of the roles-of clergy and Religious while 
seeing them as human. 


BOTH ARE sill working on their 
understanding of Jesus. Through a 
program called ‘‘Renewing Love,”’’ 
Evelyn is reading the Bible regularly and 
that has led her to view Jesus as ‘‘a caring 
supporter. He’s there to lean on and to go 
back to (for) His words.”’ 


When Frank reads the Bible he is 
‘*troubled’’ by certain passages, being 
uncertain if the popular notion of Jesus as 
‘laid back and cool’’ is totally accurate. 
Parts of the New Testament show Jesus 
“is not a pushover-type guy, not even 
especially tolerant. As I try to model 
myself after Jesus I get confused about 
when I should be tolerant and non- 
judgmental.”’ 


Frank’s college background makes him 
want to be certain of things. The 
dichotomy of Jesus as ‘‘cool’’ and 
‘intolerant’? keeps him ‘‘coming back 
because there is not finality to it and it 
serves as a humbling experience to still be 
learning, to still wonder, to still doubt.”’ 


CATHOLICISM, FOR Frank, 
“‘unites and binds the heart and the mind 
for me...It makes my life livable...I don’t 
think I’d be alive today without what I 
have and feel and indeed, I wouldn’t even 
care if I were or not...I just know my life 
would be a lot poorer without it.”’

Father Bruce Ritter 


As | stepped off the 
elevator, my left knee 
suddenly buckled beneath 
me. A two-foot tiny terror 
had tocked my leg in a vise- 
like grip that would have 
made any wrestling coach 
proud. He smiled mischievously and pea on my 
trousers. | smiled back. My cry for rescue to Chris, one of 
our counselors, could scarcely be heard above the 
laughing and crying babies, banging xylophones, and one 
very loud toy drum. Little Jesse, my lilliputian captor, was 
led away, giggling with delight. 


Babies? What are babies doing at Covenant House? 


Well, you see, many of the children here have children of 
their own. They come to us with their babies because they 
have absolutely no place else to go. Young mothers, 
thrown out of their homes, abandoned by their husbands, 
have been coming to us for a long time now. In 1981 we 
decided that they needed a special place of their own, so 
we set aside a floor for them. That’s how our Mother/Child 
Program was, er, born. The mother/child floor has been 
bulging with kids—from 16-, 17-, 18-year-old mothers on 
down to their three-day-old babies—ever since. 


The mother/child floor is a lot like Bedlam. 


| poked my head into the nursery. Babies were 
everywhere. The only thing | noticed more than the noise 
was the, oh shall we say, aroma of dirty diapers and baby 
powder. 


Hi, Bruce, said a voice from behind me. 


| turned and saw Allison with two-year-old Tommy inl 
tow. 


Hi, | said. How's it going? 
Allison is 16. She's pregnant with her second. 


Her mother was a prostitute who spent lots of time get- 
ting high, lots of time seeking out the company of some 
very depraved men—and very little time being a mother to 
Allison. Through her mother, Allison met 30- and 40-year- 
old “boyfriends”. One of them got her pregnant. She was 
14. She kept the baby. 


Together they. were placed in a foster home. But Allison, 
still yearning for her mother’s love and approval, kept run- 
ning away from her foster home. Once again, her mother 
introduced her to another “boyfriend”. x 


And once again pregnant, she arrived as most do— 
scared, hurting, worried about where to live, and whether 
or not she would be allowed to keep her kids. Things no 16- 
year-old should have to worry about. 


Bruce, Ramona left last night, Allison said. She moved in 
with some friends. 


Ramona is a sweet, meek kid, mother of six-month-old 
Hector, a really beautiful baby. Before she wandered in, 


Ramona had been abandoned by her mother and left to ex-

toilet. After three weeks, they fled the bugs and the smell 
for the relative cleanliness of the streets. In desperate 
aes scared, almost in shock, Ramona came to us, 18 and 
illiterate. 


| have a feeling she'll be back, | said. She really does 
want the best for Hector. 


There's a lot at stake for these kids. We look at the 
mothers and the incredible sadness and pain in their lives. 
And we look at their innocent babies—and recall all those 
tired old saws about parents and children... the sins of the 
fathers... history repeats itself... the apple doesn't fall far 
from the tree... 


These babies don't have to become—they must not 
become—the next victims in an already too long chain. 
We know their mothers don't want that for them. They are 
good mothers! They really love their kids just like you love 
yours, and they have great dreams for them. We've seen 
them put their unspeakably ugly childhoods behind and 
with a little, or a lot, of help, blossom into responsible, lov- 
ing parents. 


But first they need to know that they themselves are lov- 
ed. And they need that practical help, too: Classes in 
mothering skills and nutrition. Help in finding adequate 
housing. Medical care. Guidance in budgeting and 
housekeeping. Legal help with landlords and battering 
husbands. Tips on how to find a job, or the skills to get one 
with vocational training. Family counseling and follow-up 
when they leave us. 


Our young mothers get all these things, as well as the 
support and comfort of a tremendous staff. They know that 
these girls are just kids themselves, gingerly walking a 
tightrope between coping and falling apart. 


Its hard for a child to love her child when her own 
deposit of love is so shrunken and precarious. So we love 
them a lot. In doing that they learn to love their own 
children. In many cases, the results are almost 
miraculous.

Allison is finally beginning to come to terms with her 
mother’s rejection. We hope that her children will never 
know that same pain. Soon, they will be placed together in 
foster care. 


_ Ast left the nursery, | watched a couple of our kids walk- 
ing toward me down the corridor, pushing strollers that 
held two of the most peaceful-looking babies | think I’ve 
ever seen. | walked over to one young mother. 


| didn't have to ask her age. She was no more than 17. | 
didn't have to ask her story. Her eyes told the whole of it. 

What's your baby’s name? | asked. 

Aurora, she Said. 


(Lots of our girls give their babies exotic, wistful, 
wishful, dreamy names... somehow that seems to give 
children a stake in beauty and faraway things that are no 
part of their mothers’ lives.)

Queen of Heaven, 
Hope of Sinners. But when we ask her intercession for 
these girls, only one title seems fitting: Mother of Sorrows. 


We have awhole floor full of Allisons andRamonas. Our 
own sad, young madonnas.

I took a friend recently on a tour of San 
Francisco and the Napa Valley, the famous 
wine growing region north of the city. My 
friend is a religious researcher from 
Washington, D.C. He has done much work 
describing the values that operate in people’s 
lives. 

As we drove over the Bay Bridge, with the 
entire San Francisco skyline bathed in a bright 
spring sun and spread out before us, he com- 
mented on our California cities. They have 
come to symbolize the good life that people 
want, he said. 

Think of San Francisco, Palm Springs or 
Hollywood. What comes to mind? For many 
people, those cities create images of leisure and 
palm trees, freeways and cable cars, and a 
lifestyle of golden youth. This is the image 
which comes across on many a television 
program. 

But it is very one-sided. Along many an ur- 
ban freeway there are blocks of poor and 
dreary bungalows, the dilapidated remnants of 
small towns that have grown into big cities. 
Their lawns are dead and littered, their win- 
dows cracked. 

In them live some of our refugees from 
Southeast Asia and Central America, people 
who hope to live here only for a little while, 
until they become better established. In them 
also live people who have no more hope. For 
these people, the broken-down shells are the 
bottom of the barrel. 

Just two weeks before my Washington friend 
arrived, I had been visited by another friend, a 
young man who lives in just such a place. But 
he is not there as one of the hopeless. On the 
contrary, he is there as a symbol of hope.

poorest and the hopeless. 

My friend and his brethren don’t just live in 
these urban slums. What they do goes beyond 
their mere physical presence. Together with the 
people there, this religious order has formed a 
real community. 

I think of all this and I find myself wonder- 
ing. What kind of God is it who oversees these 
pockets of misery in the midst of such pros- 
perity, and then sends in more people to share 
it? Why not just get rid of the misery in the 
first place? 

This God certainly does not do things the way 

an efficiency expert might. 
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What can we say about such a God? Why 
would he build a church community out of 
such unlikely combinations of the hopeless and 
the hopeful, winners and losers, those who 
cope so well and those who no longer even 
try? 

I suppose that there are many answers to 
that question. But the one that says the most to 
me is a gospel story. It is found in the very 
beginning of the Gospel, when Jesus was temp- 
ted to turn stones into bread, to cast himself 
from the pinnacle of the temple and to take 
control of the world. 

In effect, Satan asked Jesus to show his con- 
trol over hunger, the laws of nature and 
political powers; to show that he could, by his 
will, do away with the three greatest ills that 
face humankind — famine, disease and tyranny. 

But Jesus said “‘no”’ to the temptation. For 
reasons that are unfathomable to us he chose 
instead to submit himself to the human condi- 
tion, to its hunger and pain and indignities. 
Jesus would not reconcile humankind with God 
by the magical snap of a finger but in the toil 
of his own human life. 

We are not given a reason why. What we are 
given is the fact. This is what happened. 

We also are told that what happened was 
consistent with the will of his Father. And it | 
would seem that it is in this same submission ‘ 
to the Father’s will that we find the basis of A 
our Own community life. 

There are many good human reasons why 
our Christian communities do what they do. 
But the explanation for the action of my friend, 
who went to live among poor and hopeless 
people as a symbol of hope is found first and 
foremost in the life of Christ.

The young couple had every- 
thing to live for, friends said 
later. 

In their 30s, the husband and 
wife had developed a satisfying 
lifestyle in the metropolitan 
Washington, D.C., area. Both had 
careers: she as a teacher, he with 
the government. They had one 
child, a.7-year-old daughter. 

Because they wanted to spend 
as much time together as possi- 
ble, the couple made it a point to 
work close to home. Each day 
they had lunch together at home. 

Then one day, off course on a 
foggy, nasty day, an airplane 
crashed into their home, setting 
it on fire. 

In that tragic instant, the young 
daughter was left without 
parents, without her home. Her 
life was irrevocably altered. 

Shortly after the tragedy, the 
young girl was taken by friends * 
to stay with her aunt, the direc- 
tor of a nearby retreat center. 
Her stunned relatives joined her 
there. The family stayed at the 
retreat center for 10 days. There 
they began the task of picking up 
the pieces of their lives. 

The chaplain of the retreat 
house during those days several 
years ago was Franciscan Father 
Stephen Hartdegen, director of 
the U.S. Center for the Catholic 
Biblical Apostolate. 

What did the retreat house staff 
and friends do to console the 
sorrowing family? 

“It was hard,’’ Father Hart- 
degen said, since the family 
members were in various stages 
of shock and grief. It involved 
sympathetic listening, he said. 

But in the process of feeding 
and housing and listening, “‘we 
became a family,’ Father Hart- 
degen commented. 

The biblical scholar explained 
that he always finds the prophet 
Tobit’s example encouraging in

such difficult situations. The 
Book of Tobit portrays the pro- 
phet burying his compatriots 
even ‘“‘at the risk of his own 
life,” the priest said. He explain- 
ed that the conquering Assyrians 
had forbidden any burying of the 
Jewish dead, but Tobit persisted 
anyway “‘out of his own faith 
and love of God.”’ 

Father Hartdegen faced the for- 
midable task of presiding at the 
couple’s funeral. He chose his 
main biblical text carefully, settl- 
ing finally on John 12:24. 

The passage reminds people 
that a grain of wheat has to fall 
to the ground and die to bring 
forth fruit. It offers hope, the 
priest indicated. And that day 
people commented that the ser- 
vice helped “‘to temper their grief 
and made it easier to accept the 
great loss they had sustained.” 

The experience Father Hart- 
degen recounted is an example of 
the Christian community in ac- 
tion, in difficult circumstances. It 
shows how much the community 
is called on to care about people. 

Father Enda McDonagh is a 
theologian who has pointed out 
that the celebration of the 
sacraments calls individual Chris- 
tians and the Christian communi- 
ty to be “‘signs of God’s 
presence” to others. Often we do 
this by “gathering our resources 
together to respond to others’ 
needs,” he said during a 1983 
lecture. He is professor of moral 
theology at St. Patrick’s College 
in Maynooth, Ireland. 

Father McDonagh said that in 
the Christian tradition sacraments 
are occasions when “God breaks 
through into human history.” 

The Christian community’s 
willingness to serve is a sign of 
its transformation, he said. It is 
“the church’s way of entering in- 
to the death and resurrection of 
Christ.”

“Christianity is a community 
event,’’ wrote Evelyn Eaton 
Whitehead and James D. 
Whitehead in ‘““Community of 
Faith” (Seabury). Christians, they 
added, have always believed that 
faith is ‘‘not a private enterprise 
but a communal venture.” 

But in recent decades there has 
been renewed emphasis on the 
meaning and impact of communi- 
ty. And varying expressions of 
community have emerged. 

In Latin America and other 
Third World regions, the concept 
of “‘comunidades eclesiales de 
base,”’ or basic Christian com- 
munities, has been endorsed by 
growing numbers of bishops and 
other church leaders. It has been 
estimated that there are 150,000 
such communities in Latin 
America alone. 

Not all such communities are 
alike. In some specific instances, 
their merits are debated. 

But what are they in a general 
sense? 

The U.S. bishops, in their 
pastoral letter on Hispanic 
ministry released earlier this year, 
offered a description: 

“The ‘comunidad eclesial de 
base’ is neither a discussion or 
study group nor a parish. It is 
‘the first and fundamental ec- 


'. Clesiastical nucleus, which on its . 


own level must make itself 
responsible for the richness and 
expansion of the faith...’ ”’ 

Their pastoral letter urged the 
development of these small com- 
munities and said parishes should 
“facilitate, coordinate and multip- 
ly” the groups within their 
boundaries. 

“The parish should be a com- 
munity of communities,” the 
bishops said. ‘‘The ideal ‘com- 
unidad eclesial de base’ is a living 
community of Christians whose 
active involvement in every 
aspect of life is nourished by pro- 
found commitment to the 
Gospel.” 


Nativity of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary Parish in Alameda, N.M., is 
a community of communities, 
said its pastor, Father Ramon 
Aragon.

People tend to prize their in- 
dividuality, to cherish their in- 
dependence. That is good, up to 
a point. 

But rugged individualists who 
profess to need no one but 
themselves are living in a dream 
world. If they didn’t interact 
with others, people would not 
even become aware of their own 
identity. 

How many people really would 
like to be left completely — 
totally — alone in the world? For 
a prisoner, solitary confinement 
is a fate almost worse than death. 

The loneliness that everyone 
experiences in varying degrees is 
a sharp reminder that we do 
need each other — desperately. 

In his wisdom, God created 
people as social beings. He calls 
people into a community; within 


that community they learn to 
know and love him. Would 
anyone even be aware of what 
Jesus has meant for humanity 
apart from the community which 
proclaims and celebrates his love? 

It has been that way from the 
beginning. In the first chapter of 
Genesis God is pictured creating 
not a man, but humanity. ‘““God 
created man in his image; in the 
divine image he created him; 
male and female he created 
them.” 

The same idea is expressed 
more picturesquely in the second 
chapter of Genesis, with God 
declaring: “‘It isnot good for the 
man to be alone. I will make a 
suitable partner for him.” 

After the fall, when God pro- 
mises eventual victory for his 
deluded creatures, it is to the 
woman’s offspring — to humani- 
ty — that the promise is made.

There is the feeling that this 
is Our future,” Father Aragon 
said. 

Franciscan Father Richard 
Rohr, founder of the New 
Jerusalem Community in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, agrees that smaller 
groups are important for the 
church. New Jerusalem is a 
13-year-old lay community in the 
archdiocese, a community whose 
members share a high level of 
Christian commitment to each 
other; many of the people live 
near each other. 

Father Rohr has given retreats 
in Latin America and Africa. 
“Comunidades eclesiales de 
base’ are grass roots 
developments that emerged out 
of need and out of prayer,”’ he 
suggested. 

As the shortage of priests in 
Latin America became more 
acute, he explained, the laity 
were urged to band together. 
Now lay-administered small com- 
munities are found there. Visiting 
the sick, praying with others, 
distributing the Eucharist — all 
these are being carried out by 
laity. 

In these small faith com- 
munities, Father Rohr sees ‘“‘an 
explosion of life and energy.”

Things happen in communities. 

Wherever two or three are 
gathered, events are bound to oc- 
cur. Those events become the 
stuff of memories. 

One man, asked if he had a 
special memory about the church 
and its people, reached far back 
to his teen-age years for a story 
that still means a lot to him. It 
was a time when his father was 
suffering and dying of cancer. It 
was not an easy time. 

It happened that the 16-year- 
old boy met a monk, who was in 
his 30s. And the monk, who

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Two books hit — Vatican seen shifting use of imprimatur

The decisions on the two U.S. books indicated that 
despite the earlier recommendations the Vatican now 
wishes to eliminate entirely the use of the imprimatur for 
any books that are not suitable for use as instruction texts 
or in complete agreement with all levels of Church 
teaching. 


THE IMPRIMATUR is also required for liturgical 
works, prayer books and versions of Scripture, but these 
were not at issue in the recent cases. 


The withdrawal of the imprimatur affected two books 
published by Paulist Press in the United States: Sexual 
Morality by Sulpician Father Philip S. Keane and Christ 
Among Us by Anthony J. Wilhelm. 


At the request of the Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith, Wilhelm’s book, which was 
published specifically as a catechetical work, was 
withdrawn from circulation. 


FATHER KEANE’S work may continue to be 
published, but without the imprimatur. Not written 
specifically as a textbook but used as one in some places, it 
is the more relevant case for discerning the apparent 
change in Vatican interpretation of the imprimatur 


norms. even though it was the lesser known of the two , 


books. 


Father Thomas Herron, an American staff member of 
the doctrinal congregation, told NC News that the 
imprimatur on Sexual Morality could be taken to mean 
‘‘that the book could be used for catechetical programs 
and that it represented official Catholic teaching 
faithfully.’’ 


Although Father Keane has said he did not intend 
Sexual Morality to be used as a text, Father Herron said 
May 2 that the work was written ‘‘deliberately as a 
textbook.’’ He defined a textbook as ‘‘a book which is 
conducive to use in a formal education program.”’ 


DISAGREEING WITH Father Keane’s disclaimer, 
Father Herron said, ‘‘The problem is when there’s a

Father Herron said that any book receiving an 


imprimatur should be able to be used as a textbook. ‘‘Ifa_ 


bishop is not sure that a specific book meets Church 
teachings, he should not give his approval,’’ he said. 


Even if Sexual Morality were not a textbook, Father 
Herron said, ‘‘its contents are not within the teachings of 
the Church.”’ 


UNDER EXISTING Church law, he said, the fact 
that it had the imprimatur ‘‘could be taken...as meaning 
that the book could be used for catechetical programs.”’ 


Father Herron declined to explain the specific 
objections the congregation had to the book, saying the 
congregation “‘is not interested in participating in a 
dissection of the book.”’ 


Father Herron’s comments confirmed the view that the 
Vatican’s decision on Sexual Morality indicated what 
Father Keane called a ‘‘changing notion’’ of the 
imprimatur. 

FATHER KEANE said that when he requested an 
imprimatur for his book, it was thought that ‘‘serious and 
responsible works of theological inquiry could be proper 
subject matters for an imprimatur, even if such works 
expressed disagreement with particular non-defined 
teachings of the Church.’’ 


The doctrinal congregation’s letter to Archbishop 
Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle, who gave the book his 
imprimatur in 1977, said, however, that ‘‘the imprimatur 
is to be granted only to those works which completely 
agree with official Church teaching.’’ 

Sulpician Father Peter Chirico, one of Archbishop 
Hunthausen’s official book appraisers and the one whose 
“nihil obstat’’ appears on Sexual Morality, said the 
Vatican actions indicate ‘‘a gradual shift’? in the 
interpretation of the imprimatur. 

THE NIHIL obstat — Latin for ‘‘nothing stands in 
the way’’ — is a judgment by a Church-appointed censor 
that the book contains no doctrinal or moral errors.

‘‘Now that the imprimatur is not required for all 
books,’’ he said, the congregation ‘“‘is being stricter’’ with 
those books which carry it. 


FATHER CHIRICO said the nihil obstat and 
imprimatur were given to Sexual Morality in accordance 
with the ‘‘custom of the operation of the imprimatur”’ as 
it was understood at the time. 


When Archbishop Hunthausen announced April 24 
that he was withdrawing his imprimatur, he issued a 
statement which said that the book ‘‘departed from 
official, non-defined teaching’’ of the Church, but the 
author had met certain conditions under which some 
dissent was thought to have been acceptable. 


The statement said that Father Keane had written 
within the mainstream of the Catholic tradition, had not 
denied defined dogma, had shown respect for official 
Church teaching and for the Church’s teaching authority, 
and had indicated any official teaching from which he 
departed. 


“IT’S A matter of interpretation,’’ Father Chirico 
commented. ‘‘The Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith has a right to give the official interpretation.’’ 

At least one American theologian welcomed the stricter 
interpretation. 


Father Richard McBrien, author of Catholicism, 
published by Winston Press, said that the pressure on 
authors to receive an imprimatur comes mainly from 
publishing companies. ‘‘The concern is marketing,’’ he 
said. ‘‘The publisher wants to say, ‘Look, it has official

Diocesan young adults’ 


monthly roving Mass

EL CAJON — A few years ago St. 
Kieran’s young adult- group ‘‘decided 
there must be life beyond our own 
parish’’ and found life abundant enough 
to keep a ‘‘roving Mass’’ moving 
throughout the diocese. 


It was December of 1981 when Peggy 
Stenbeck and ‘‘St. Kieran’s Young 
People’’ invited other East County young 
adult groups to join them for a Mass 
offered by Msgr. John Campion, who 
was then pastor. About 45 people 
attended. 


HOLY TRINITY parish hosted a 
young adult Mass the following month 
and 75 people came. ‘‘We’ve had a 
roving Mass ever since, once a month, 
the last Sunday of the month,’’ Mrs. 
Stenbeck said. 


SAN DIEGO — Frankie Laine, the St. 
Vincent de Paul Center and the Knights 
of Columbus are joining forces to put ona 
musical concert, ‘‘So Ultra Rare,’’ June 
16 at the El] Cortez Convention Center.

BOOKS: What makes Father Andrew Greeley tick? 


LORD OF THE DANCE by Father Andrew M. 
Greeley. Warner Books. (New York, 1984). 401 pp.,

As a novelist, Father Andrew Greeley is appalling. 
After reading his latest novel I found myself wondering 
what makes him tick. 


Lord of the Dance, intended apparently to appeal to 
readers who enjoy Sidney Sheldon and his ilk, has all the 
right ingredients: a vibrant young heroine, Noele Farrell, 
determined to ferret out the mystery that she senses has 
haunted her family for decades; a grandmother, Brigid, 
sure she is destined for hell because of her long-time

adulterous love affair and other sins; a spy-hero, Daniel, 
shot down over China and secretly imprisoned there for 
many years; a priest, Msgr. John Farrell, building a 
reputation as a TV _ interviewer, who lusts after. his 
brother’s wife. 


EXPLAINING WHY he writes novels, Father 
Greeley said in a New York Times Magazine article May 
6, ‘‘Stories have always been the best way to talk about 
religion because stories appeal to the emotions and the 
whole personality and not just to the mind.”’ 


To me, however, this kind of religious storytelling 
should involve more than simply presenting Catholic 
characters who make passing references to the sins they 
are committing. It should mean more than offering up an 
innocent victim to be sacrificed as the writer does in 
describing Noele’s shocking, brutal rape before her 
boyfriend’s horrified eyes. 


And religious storytelling should mean more than 
producing a Pollyanna conclusion where characters find 
the slate neatly wiped clean and the opportunity for a

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new, better life in the offing. 


THE GOOD news about this novel is that it shows 
Father Greeley has progressed considerably as a writer 
since his even worse first fiction effort, The Cardinal Sins. 


Lord of the Dance has an absorbing story line which 
keeps the reader’s attention throughout. The author’s 
technique of having the story told by each character is 
effective since it provides different points of view for the 
same events. 


But as a novelist Father Greeley has other shortcomings 
which irritate. He can’t avoid cliches: ‘‘rushing to 
embrace the lions;’’ ‘‘ponderously dull;’’ ‘‘He was so 
eager to possess her that he could not think straight;”’ 
‘*Their kisses ignited like tiny fires on a dry prairie.” 


ON OCCASION, he is so delighted with a phrase he 
can’t resist using it repeatedly, for example, 
‘‘balloonhead,’’ Msgr. Farrell’s oft-repeated 
contemptuous term for fatuous priests. 


Father Greeley tries hard to portray teen-agers through 
what he imagines is teen talk. Sometimes it jars badly. He 
describes Noele as ‘‘totally bummed’’ and ‘‘really 
jazzed.’’ ‘‘Really!’’ is used so much it sets a reader’s teeth 
on edge. 


To sum up what to do about Father Greeley’s book: 
Don’t bother.

architect recommended placing the altar 
more centrally in the midst of the 
worshipping community. 


“‘He inspired us to be bold in meeting 
these requirments,’’ said Kathryn 
Willets, a parishioner with a master’s 
degree in architecture from the Catholic 
University of America. She felt both 
“grateful and overwhelmed at the 
awesome responsibility’ of designing a 
new altar, at the request of Father 
Brockhaus. 


The new altar is 30 feet closer to the 
congregation, and the first five pews now 
flank it on either side instead of facing 
front. A Willets-designed chancel screen, 
18 feet behind the altar, forms a separate 
Blessed Sacrament Chapel behind the 
new sanctuary. 


SEVERELY DAMAGED in the fire 
was OLA’s pipe organ. After six months 
of deliberation, the renovation committee 
decided to have additional pipes built 
right into the screen, permitting the organ 
“to lead, rather than dominate, 
congregational singing,’’ said Willets. 

The choir now has a ‘‘ministerial 
position’’ in front of the church, as called 
for in Music in Catholic Worship, said music 


minister Cathy Allen. 


‘Every effort was made to keep the 
spirit and feeling of the original church,”’ 
said Ms. Willets. New lighting fixtures 
resemble turn-of-the-century gas lamp 
fixtures, and the carved communion rail 
now supports the altar, a new baptismal 
font in the front of the church, and a 
kneeler in the Blessed Sacrament Chapel. 


PARISHIONERS DID all of the 
renovation work. Bill Tarditi spent more 
than a year building the oak altar, chancel 
screen, baptismal font and panelling. 
Jerry Barnaksi, who had been 
unemployed, assisted with the 
woodworking, and another unemployed 
parishioner, Angel Guzman, spent a year 
refinishing the damaged pews painting 
the interior of the church. John Modica 
rewired the church and replaced all the 
lighting. 


An awards ceremony during Mass 
sometime this summer will recognize the 
efforts of parishioners and everyone else 
who helped bring OLA back from the 
ashes! Also there will be the policemen 
and firefighters without whom the 
78-year-old church would have been a 
complete loss.

Al hablar del hispano en los Estados 
Unidos de América es mi intencidn el 
tratar de explicar un_ hecho 
profundamente vivido por él y que se 
podria resumir en esta pregunta: ¢Puede 
el hispano vivir aqui en una tal armonia 
que, por una parte, pueda asimilar la vida 
Norteamericana y, por otra, aportarle al 
mismo tiempo a esta nacidn las riquezas 
de su propia cultura? Unos_ hispanos 
seguramente responderdn que si es 
posible esta armonia; otros, dirdn que si 
es posible, pero, que esto no se logra sin 
grandes dificultades. He aqui a 
continuaci6n una respuesta orientativa a 
este problema de ‘‘integracidn’’ y que 
para ser concreta va dirigida a los 
hispanos de esta Didcesis de San Diego en 
particular. 


Seguramente todos los hispanos de esta

tambien del hecho de que Dios tiene algo 
que decirles sobre ésta su realidad para 
mejorarla o cambiarla. Ahora bien, la 
realidad que el Plan Pastoral les ha 
detectado es la de que el hispano tiene que 
aceptar aqui un modo de vivir a veces 
dificil de soportar: en lo econdémico, no 
sdlo se ve pobre sino también oprimido 
por un sistema de vida que lo margina 
frecuentemente del comin vivir de los 
demas; en lo politico, ignora sus derechos 
y se siente desadoptado y discriminado; 
en el plano de los valores, el ambiente 
contribuye para fomentar en él la 
ignorancia religiosa y la falta de 
formacién moral.

Esta ensefianza aparece en Lc 7, 2-6: 


unién del Papa Juan 


Habia un capitan (romano) que tenia un 
strviente enfermo y a punto de morir, a quien 
queria mucho. Habiendo oido hablar a Jess, le 
envio algunos judios importantes, para rogarle 
que fuera a sanar a su servidor. Al llegar donde 
estaba Jesus, le suplicaban insistentemente 
diciéndole: ‘Este hombre merece que le hagas este 
favor, pues ama nuestro pueblo y nos edifico una 
sinagoga.’ Jesus se puso en camino con ellos... 


ESTE TEXTO, no cabe duda, nos 
presenta al Capitan romano como el 
modelo del ‘‘extranjero’’ que no sdlo sabe 
integrarse en el Pais que le da acogida, 
sino también como aquél que sabe 
aportar mucho de lo adquirido en su 
propia cultura. Esto es importante, sobre 
todo si se tiene en cuenta que el pueblo 
judio era un pais reacio a cualquier 
influencia extranjera. Sin embargo, este 
pueblo lo acepta porque coopera con ellos

(n. 392), sefialando, con ello, lo mucho 
que puede aportar y no solo recibir en 
cualquier medio en el que se pueda 
encontrar. El Plan Pastoral, en esta 
Didcesis de San Diego, le indica 
precisamente al hispano cémo_ su 
aportaci6n puede ser aqui positiva y 
enriquecedora:

este pais es un sano mejoriamento 
econdmico a través de un trabajo digno, 
cooperando mediante él al continuo 
progreso de esta naci6n Americana. 


e Enel Plano politico, ahi donde rigen 
las leyes y los derechos de los ciudadanos 
americanos, el hispano, siendo por 
cultura amante de la libertad, respetuoso 
de la ley y de los derechos de los demds, su 
aportaci6n a esta nacién, modelo para 
muchos de democracia politica, puede ser 
grandemente constructiva. En efecto, el 
hispano con tales valores civicos debe 
mostrar que puede integrarse sin 
dificultad a esta nacién Americana, 
quitando con ello la impresidn, ante los 
ciudadanos norteamericanos, de 
ignorancia politica, desadaptacidn social, 
de recurrir, mds que al didlogo, al 
“‘revanchismo’’ cuando quiere hacer 
valer sus derechos.

Pope John Paul II has flown around the world and 
across several punishing changes of climate to preach the 
Gospel in the Far East. 


In the process, he met U.S. President Reagan in 
Alaska’s freezing weather and bare-footed native warriors 
in the South Pacific’s tropical heat. 


FROM MAY 2-12 the pope flew 24,000 miles to read 
Christ’s message in South Korea, Papua New Guinea, 
the Solomon Islands and Thailand. 


It was, by the consensus of Vatican officials who 
accompanied him, the most grueling of the 21 trips 
outside Italy which the pope has taken during the five- 
and-a-half years of his pontificate. 


The voyage took him to Mount Hagen in the western 
highlands of Papua New Guinea, where a Stone Age 
culture was unknown to the rest of the world until 1934 
when three gold prospectors from Australia found a 
population of one million people isolated by mountains. 


ON MAY 8, the pope celebrated Mass at Mount 
Hagen, surrounded by an honor guard of warriors with 
painted faces holding spears and arrows, warriors who 
sometimes use those weapons to battle neighboring tribes 
and each other over land, pigs or women. And the pope 
was speaking to those people in simple words of the pidgin 
language they speak, telling them that the love of Christ 
unites them all in one community which should be 
marked by love. 


In South Korea, he placed his stamp of approval on a 
church which, from the earliest days, has had lay people 
playing a vital role, and he honored one of Catholicism’s 
fastest growing populations by making saints of 103 
martyrs at the first canonization to take place outside of 
Rome in the Church’s modern history. 


In Thailand, he urged Catholics to regular sacramental 
practice in a land where Catholics make up less than 0.5 
percent of the 48 million population and where becoming 
a Catholic takes a courageous decision which places a 
person outside the mainstream of Thai life. 


BUT THE pope also acts knowing that he is 
influencing others besides Catholics. According to the 


priest in South Korea who was the promoter of the. 


martyrs’ cause, one of the reasons the pope canonized 
them locally was so that non-Catholic Koreans could 
become more aware of the faith of Catholics. 


South Korean newspapers obliged. In a nation where 
four percent of the 38.7 million people are Roman 
Catholic and half the people profess no religion, 
newspapers were filled for days with accounts of the lives 
of the new saints, of their faith and heroism. 


Similarly, in Thailand, where Catholics constitute such 
a small minority, the pope’s presence brought a new 
respectability to Catholicism in an overwhelmingly 
Buddhist society. On the morning after the pope’s arrival 
in the capital of Bangkok, a newspaper ran a giant front- 
page headline: ‘‘Pope Wins Thai Hearts.”’ 


AN ADDITIONAL benefit of such a trip is the effect it 
can have on Catholics throughout the world. How can 
one calculate what such a trip does for an American 
Catholic’s understanding of the universality of the 
Church to see the pope giving Communion to a black 
Papuan whose face is painted red and yellow and who 
wears a feathered headdress? 


The pope understands also that he is more than the 
chief shepherd of the world’s 700 million Catholics. He is 
a world moral leader and he uses that prominence to call 
attention to pressing moral problems. 


In South Korea, gross violations of human rights go 
on, with the government saying they are a necessary 
vigilance against Communist infiltration from North 
Korea. 


Those who back the need for workers to organize 
independently or of students to speak out live with the 
constant awareness that the government is monitoring 
their activities and even their telephone conversations. 


THE POPE commented on the situation, although 
avoiding direct accusations. In the presence of South 
Korean President Chun Doo-hwan, the pope voiced hope 
for ‘‘a more human society of true justice and peace, 
where all life is upheld as sacrosanct, where to live is to 
work for the good of others, where to govern is to serve, 
where no one is used as a tool, no one left out and no one 
downtrodden.”’ 


He also voiced hope for the reunification of North and 
South Korea. 


In South Korea, industrial workers put in long hours 
for low salaries, because the government says this is 
needed to compete in the world market. To maintain the 
status quo, the government controls what few labor 
unions exist. 


THE PONTIFF told 200,000 Korean workers that 
they should work together to achieve just wages. 
In a dramatic event in Thailand, the pope paid an early 


morning visit to an Indochinese refugee camp, taking 
international attention with him as he focused on the 
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plight of several hundred thousand refugees displaced 
from their homelands by the Communist takeovers in 
Laos, Cambodia and Vietnam. 

The pope also urged diplomats to settle differences 
among nations so that these refugees can return to their 
homeland. He told the diplomats that ‘‘there is something 


repugnant and abnormal for hundreds of thousands of 


human beings to have to leave their own countries 
because of their race, ethnic origin, political convictions 
or religion.”’ 


THROUGHOUT THE 11-day trip, the pope was 
conscious of an ever-present danger: that he, and not his 
message, would become the focus of his visit. 
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A BICENTENNIAL MEMORIAL TRIBUTE TO THE HUMBLY 
MAGNIFICENT, AND SAINTLY FR. JUNIPERO SERRA

Junipero Serra was honored in Washington, D.C. on 
March 1, 1931 when unveiling ceremonies took place in 
Statuary Hall of a silent bronze figure, holding the cross 
aloft, a tribute to his noble life and an inspiration to future 
generations. 


“Where weary feet traversed are today a royal road along 
which are strung great cities, on which nature exhibits all 
her riches, and human progress, its’ every latest attain- 
ment.” Yes, California today is now a wondrous empire. 


Pope takes Gospel message to Far East, Pacific 


The pontiff wants to be the one who points the way to 
Jesus, as did John the Baptist. In Papua New Guinea, at 
the end of.a papal Mass, a crowd of 40,000 began to 
chant, ‘‘Pope John Paul, we love you.” 


Stepping back to the microphone, the pope answered: 
‘‘No, no, it is not true. You love Jesus.”’ 


His journeys may now become even more frequent. 
His good health was obvious at the end of the May 2-12 
journey. The pope’s color was good, his energy level 
high. And he had clearly outpaced many of the Vatican 
staff members and the journalists who had accompanied 
him.
